On the way 
I read a notice of her death and the 
shock was so great that I felt ihat I 
could not return home. I concluded 
to stop in Newark and hide myself 
from the world for a while. I used 
my son-ia-law's name in registering 
and have been here since August 12.' 


Mr. Smiley was still unwilling to 


leave but when his son-in-law, Mr. Da 


vis, was called from Dublin, O., by tele 
phone, he finally consented to accom 
pany him to Columbus on the Buck 
eye Lake trolley line. 


It is said that on one previous occa 


&ion Mr. Smiley disappeared in Ten 
nessee and it was some time before 
he was located. 


When he left Newark Mr. Smilej 


paid that he intended to go to Chicago 
before returning to Cincinnati.
